The Publicity Bureau of the National Canners’ As- 


sociation is going to use a big stick on newspapers 
and magazines which print false stories about canned 
goods. Secretary Gorrell of the National association 
requests all packers who see any such articles in print 
to forward them to him at Bel Air, Md. It is the 
intention of the National Canners’ Association to 
vigorously follow up all such cases, taking legal steps, 
if necessary, to torce a retraction. 


Canned goods packers are beginning to really say 
something on their labels, but only a few of them are 
saying enough. The quality of the contents of every 
can put up should be truthfully described ; there should 
be no misrepresentation through exaggeration. The 
wholesomeness of the goods should be declared em- 
phatically. An absolute guarantee of purity and free- 
dom from preservatives should be given. Labels of 
this sort would inspire confidence in consumers, for 
everybody knows that no business concern will so label 
its goods unless they are worthy of it,—and increased 
consumption would follow. 


The strength of the business situation continues to 
develop. The commercial agencies note further im- 
provement. Bradstreet’s says, for instance, that “As 
the season advances trade tends to show further 
expansion and industrial lines are becoming more 
active. Ina nutshell, trade is good; industry, particu- 
larly iron and steel, is active, outputs are close to 
normal, and prospects are pleasant, the most notable 
drawbacks being reduced yields of cotton and smaller 
than earlier expected corn crop.” Dun’s report on 
general business conditions says: “Expansion in vol- 
ume of business and contraction in business disasters 
characterized the month of August. Advices from the 
leading cities continue to speak of business improve- 
ment, and in some cases the August trade was in 
excess of all former records for the month.’’ Dun’s 
weekly report on business in the Chicago district 
remarks that “Favorable developments continue to 
strengthen the commercial position. * * * New 
demands in the leading industries come forward rap- 
idly and there is notable increase in the movements 
of both east and west bound freights.”’

OLLOWING the lead of Dr. Wiley, who early 
in the year wrote a very strong endorsement 
of canned goods, Food Commissioner French 
of Minnesota has taken the trouble to issue a 
special bulletin, the purpose of which is explained in 
the following paragraphs, which are reprinted from it: 

The attention of the Commissioner is occasionally directed 
to a suspicion that seems still to exist in the minds of a few 
eonsumers of canned fruits and vegetables that the canned 
oods, especially vegetables, upon our markets are not free 
from adulteration. 

With the purpose of correcting this erroneous opinion of 
the consumer, as well as clearing our packers and canners 
of such charge or suspicion, the department wishes to call 
the attention of the consuming public to the relations exist- 
ing between the canners of the state and this department. 

The Legislature, in the session of 1907, enacted the first 
law, Chapter 455, ever placed upon the statutes of any state 
which had for its purpose the regulating of the operations 
of ecanners; subsequently amended by Chapter 337, General 
Laws of 1909. 

Among the provisions incorporated in this law are many 
which have been of benefit not only to the consumer, in that 
it practically guarantees a purity of product, free from 
fillers, bleachers, colors or artificial preservatives, but the law 
itself also has the hearty support and endorsement of the 
eanners, because of the benefits received from the carrying 
out of its provisions. 


THE CANNER AND DRIED FRUIT PACKER. 
A Good Word for Canned Goods 
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When the inspector who has supervision of this work, and 
has visited all of the plants operating in the state, can say, 
‘*T am free to report that the vegetables packed in this state 
are put up in accordance with law and under proper sanitary 
conditions; the quality of the goods packed this season is 
better and of a uniformity not heretofore attained,’’ also 
that ‘‘Only cane sugar, salt and water are added to the 
goods when packed,’’ we feel that, in justice to this young 
and growing industry, the consumer should be honestly ad- 
vised of these commendable conditions and practices, to the 
end that the canners of Minnesota may have the support and 
confidence of the consuming public which they so richly 
deserve. 

The thanks of the canners of Minnesota are due 
Commissioner French for so highly recommending 
their products to consumers in that State. The widest 
possible circulation should be given the Commission- 
er’s bulletin, which amounts to a guaranty of the 
purity of the canned vegetable and fruits packed in 
Minnesota. The industry will be benefited if Mr. 
French’s statements are brought to the attention of 
consumers. 

Commissioners in other States could do worse than 
issue similar bulletins, even though the inspection of 
canneries may not be as thorough as in Minnesota. 
The goods are pure, no matter where they are packed. 


Inconsistency of the Heinz Attitude 


REPORT of the recent convention of the 

Association of National and State Food and 

Dairy Departments, held at Denver, Colo., 

quotes G. S. Dow, of the H. J. Heinz Com- 
pany of Pittsburg, whose advertising matter contains 
damaging statements concerning the methods of man- 
ufacturers of catsups and condiments who use ben- 
zoate of soda, as Saying: 

‘‘The members of this organization ‘are here to testify 
more. emphatically than ever, because our experience is 
greater, that benzoate of soda has no reasonable and proper 
use in any prepared foods. I state this in the name of an 
association which comprises packers of fruit, vegetables, 
meat, fish, and oyster products, canned goods, confectionery, 
soda fountain supplies—in fact, practically the entire line 
of prepared foods, including four extensive makers of 
tomato catsup. The statement so far as catsup is concerned 
is further verified by the practice of as many more catsup 
manufacturers outside of this association. 

**And I wish to refer to the argument advanced upon the 

question of cutting off the poor man’s food supply by abolish- 
ing the use of preservatives. I offer no argument against 
an article of food that is cheap in price; but when cheapness 
descends to unwholesomeness of material and practice, the 
agent that permits the use of such material should be con- 
demned by honest men. 
_‘*One of the chief objects of the food laws is the preven- 
tion of fraud in food supplies. If some of the poor man’s 
prepared food must come from the refuse and by-products 
he should be able to know unmistakably the character of the 
material that he is buying and the actual food value that it 
represents. ’’ 


_At the convention of the Association of State and 
National Food and Dairy Departments. at St. Louis 


several years ago the representative of the H. J. Heinz 
Company, Mr. Mason, was a warm defender of the 
use of preservatives, the Heinz people being at that 
time users of benzoate of soda in some of their prod- 
ucts. The argument of Mr. Mason on that occasion 
was very different from that of Mr. Dow at Denver 
the other day, for in the course of Mr. Mason’s 
remarks he said: 

The necessity of a preservative in fruit and vegetable 
products has been called to my attention upon numerous 
occasions in connection with work in the laboratory during 
the past year.

use in any prepared foods.” This sounds inconsistent 
to us, notwithstanding that the words quoted were 
from the mouths of two different individuals. The 
Denver delegate might have “played safe” by making 
reference to previous statements and saying that since 
that time they had discovered that they were in error

particularly firm and strong from the packers’ standpoint. canning factories on the trip. Our idea in making the trip 


Vines are not yielding the tomatoes; the yield per acre is 
in many localities extremely light. Some of the best posted 
authorities in Indiana claim that with the most favorable 
weather conditions there cannot be more than a 65 per cent 
pack. Notwithstanding the bullish advices coming in from 
packing districts both east and west, the jobbers are not 
buying actively. Some of them remain just as indifferent 
and listless as they have been for some months past. 
Seventy-seven and one-half cents f. o. b. factory for Indiana 
standard is about as low as they can be bought today, with 
many holding at 80c. Several trades on extra standards 
were made here this week at 85¢ to 90c delivered. Quite a 
business has been done here in Baltimore goods on the basis 
of 6744e per doz. f. o. b., standard 3s. 

Attention is called to the crop reports published in our 
correspondence columns this week. Such reports as have 
come from Maryland, it will be noted, are discouraging, 
promising a reduced pack. It appears that the season will 
be short throughout the Tri-States territory. The New 
Jersey crop was hurt by drouth and prospects there are not 
bright. Tennessee has a short pack this year and from Mis- 
souri reports promise a light output. Some discouraging 
advices also come from Virginia. Indiana is certain to have 
a light output of tomatoes this season. Indiana reports re- 
ceived during the week reviewed were discouraging without 
exception. 

The following, under date of Sept. 6, has been received 
from a large Southern Indiana packer, and throws a flood of 
light on the situation in that immediate section:

state were experiencing as poor a pack as we are. Not jn 
one instance did we get a report of over 60 per cent of g 
erop, and in only one instance did we find a packer who 
would pack as many tomatoes as he did last year, while most 
of the plants visited will not pack over 50 to 75 per cent of 
last year’s production. The acreage in Southern Indiang 
was undoubtedly very large, but a large enough acreage was 
completely drowned out early in the season to offset the in.

the season. There were ten virgins, five of whom were wise 
and had oil before the price went up; the other five were 
foolish. ’’

Vermont, according to location of factories. This dispatch 
stated that the trouble was the poor yield rather than the 
frost which fell in Maine the other night. In addition to 
the dispatch just referred to, a telegram to THE CANNER 
from Portland on Tuesday stated: ‘‘ Latest reports on the 
sweet corn crop are growing more unfavorable, owing to 
drouth and frost. There will be short deliveries sure. Pack- 
ing has hardly begun. Prices advanced, though but little 
corn offering. 

Reports from Maine say that the condition of the sweet corn 
crop is such that several canneries in that state will not be 
operated at all on corn this season. 

We have received during the last several days a good 
many direct advices from corn packers, and nearly, if not 
quite, all indicate a shortage in this year’s pack. Llinois, 
barring early killing frost, which is always a possibility, 
will have a good pack. Ohio is certain to end the season 
with a big shortage. In New York State the season is very 
late, some of the packers being fully two weeks later than 
last year in starting up. Our advices describe prospects in 
the Empire State as anything but flattering. Maryland will 
have a big shortage this year as also will Iowa. The Iowa 
corn packers, almost without exception report that they will 
have a smaller output than last season. The packer in that 
state who will get anything like a normal output will be the 
exception. Some say they will have only 40 per cent of an 
average pack and some 60 per cent. An Indiana canner 
says that worms have done a good deal of damage to corn, 
causing them to diseard a good many ears. Frost fell during 
the week in New York State, Michigan and possibly some 
other points. The first week in September is early for frost, 
and it is taken by some packers to mean an early ending of 
the canning season. 

The government statisticians in their September report (is 
sued yesterday), on the condition of the corn crop, estimated 
a shrinkage of 341,000,000 bushels from the promised yield 
of 2,946,000,000 bushels on August 1. 

A corn crop that only a month ago was believed to promise 
the largest yield ever raised has been whittled down to less 
than the average of recent years, the indicated outturn now 
being about 2,605,000,000 bushels, compared to a final harvest 
of 2,668,000,000 bushels a year ago. 

The principal losses in corn have fallen on what are known 
as the surplus states, and which furnish the great bulk of the 
crop which is marketed. In Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, 
Kansas, Iowa and Nebraska the crop promise has been cut 
down 290,000,000 bushels, the indicated yield in these seven 
surplus states being 1,507,000,000 bushels, compared to a 
promised crop a month ago of 1,797,000,000 bushels. 

In the southwest the damage was most severe. Texas, which 
a year ago showed a condition of 85 for the crop, showed a 
present condition of 55, while Oklahoma crop conditions were 
estimated at 47, a shrinkage of 16 points in a month, and 
Kansas 57, a drop of 33 points since August 1. Nebraska, 
which was expected to set a new high record for corn, was set 
back 25 points to 68, and the Missouri estimated condition 
was reduced 20 points to 68. 

Illinois showed an unexpected drop in condition, from 91 to 
84, and nearly every heavy producing state snowed a small 
shrinkage in‘ condition, although the states east of the Missis- 
sippi fared much better than the territory west and southwest. 

The average condition of the corn crop as a whole was 
placed in the government’s September report at 74.6, compared

DEATH OF FRANCIS H. LEGGETT, HEAD OF GREatT 
WHOLESALE GROCERY HOUSE. 


Francis H. Leggett, head of the wholesale grocery 
house of Francis H. Leggett & Co., of New York. 
died of heart disease on August 29. Mr. Leggett died 
in an ambulance which had been called to take him 
from the Weehawken ferry. He was taken to the 
North Hudson Hospital and it was some time before 
his identity was revealed. His partner, John C. Juhr- 
ing, identified the body. 

A wife and twelve-year-old daughter, at present 
abroad, survive Mr. Leggett. His close business asso- 
ciate, Theodore F. Whitmash, is also abroad. 

Starting in the wholesale grocery business in 1870, 
Mr. Leggett was one of the best known men in the 
trade all over the world, his company being large im- 
porters, as well as reaching all sections of the United 
States in its sales. Up to the time of his death he 
kept in close touch with the business, though of late 
years his associates have taken the most active part 
of the details. 

Mr. Leggett was born in New York city March 27, 
1840, being one of eleven children born to Abraham 
and Sara Lee Leggett, four of the children being still 
living. He was descended from an ancient ancestor, 
Osborne Legatus, a papal delegate to England, that 
being the original spelling of the name. 

Abraham Leggett, the father of Francis H., was 
born in 1805. He carried on a wholesale grocery busi- 
ness in New York and was widely known in the mer- 
cantile trade for half a century. He was one of the 
founders of the Produce Exchange and the Market 
Bank. He died in New York city in 1878 and was 
interred, as was his father, Abraham, in the Sleepy 
Hollow burying ground, the resting place of the Leg- 
gett line for many generations. 

Francis H. Leggett, by inheritance and environ- 
ment destined to a mercantile life, secured an academic 
education and at the age of sixteen engaged as a clerk 
in a produce commission house, and served as book- 
keeper and cashier until 1862, when he formed a co- 
partnership with an elder brother which continued for 
eight years. Having saved about $18,000, and with 
a like amount borrowed from his father, he estab-

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lished, with a younger brother, Theodore, in Febru- 
ary, 1870, the importing and jobbing grocery house 
of Francis H. Leggett & Co., the modest business 
occupying the first floor and basement of No. 74 Mur- 
ray street. The house soon attained distinction by the 
originality of its course, and the business thrived and 
prospered until in 1882 its volume necessitated the 
erection of the present structure at West Broadway, 
Franklin and Varick streets. 

The principles of commercial policy upon which the 
house rests are those of Mr. Leggett, and its reputa- 
tion for mercantile honor and equitable dealing are 
unsullied and of the highest order. In the selection of 
his business associates, Mr. Leggett had been singu- 
larly happy and sagacious, gathering about him a staff 
of men who were entirely in accordance with the 
founder’s ideas, principles and policies. 

For many years Mr. Leggett was a director of the 
Park National Bank, and was up to the time of his 
decease a director of the Washington Trust Company 
and the Atlantic Mutual Insurance Company, a trustee 
of the Greenwich Savings Bank and a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Produce and Mer- 
cantile exchanges. He was also a member of the 
Metropolitan, Groliers, Union League and Merchants’ 
clubs and various other social organizations. He was 
interested in the Charity Organization Society of New 
York, being one of its council, and a frequent con- 
tributor to its funds. 

To provide for the continuance of the business 
which constituted his life’s work and pride it was 
incorporated in 1902, Mr. Leggett remaining active 
in its management, as president of the company, asso- 
ciated with Mr. John C. Juhring, vice president; Mr. 
Theodore F. Whitmarsh, vice president and treasurer ; 
Robert E. Nuese, secretary, and Thomas S. Vallette, 
Henry Brunie, Charles T. Ward and George J. Struss, 
directors. 

The following resolutions on the death of Mr. Leg- 
gett was adopted by the officers of the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association: 

It is with profound sorrow that the National Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association of the United States records the sudden 
demise of Mr. Francis H. Leggett, of Francis H. Leggett & 
Co., New York. The firm is one of the most prominent and 
active members of the association. 

The following resolution is authorized as evidence of the 
esteem and respect in which Mr. Leggett was held by the 
officers and members of the National Association: F 

‘‘Whereas, It has been the will of Him who rules over all 
to suddenly eall from this life Mr. Francis H. Leggett, be it 

Resolved, That the National Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation of the United States offer its sincere sympathy to 
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the surviving members of the bereaved family and to his 
associates in business, appreciating fully the inestimable loss 
which must accrue to a branch of the business world with 
which the deceased has been connected for many years.’’ 

The funeral services, at the Church of the Trans- 
figuration, were attended by representatives of prac- 
tically every wholesale house in New York, in addi- 
tion to a large number of brokers and manufacturers’ 
representatives who were present to pay their last 
respects to one who had been a leader in the trade for 
many years. The services were simple, the eulogy 
calling attention to the standing of the deceased in 
the commercial world, with allusion made to the sud- 
denness of his death as an example of the uncertain- 
ties of life. 

The New York Wholesale Grocers’ Association 
was represented by the following members of its 
executive committee: F. W. Hannahs, George Gen- 
nerich, Edward B. Hosier, Alfred H. Beckmann, W. 
B. Timms, Joseph Seeman, Philip C. Staib and Eric- 
son Bushnell. 

The body will be held in a vault until the return 
of the family from Europe next week, with the proba- 
bility that it will be cremated, as that had been an 
expressed wish of Mr. Leggett.

EpitoR CANNER: Interest in the canned trade has 
increased recently, though it must be confessed that this in- 
crease is not so large as many had hoped it would be at the 
opening of the month. Nevertheless it is sufficient to make 
considerable difference in the situation and to create rather 
better conditions in some of the leading varieties. It is said 
that sales in a few of the principal varieties have been much 
larger during the past week than for several weeks preceding 
and that the outlook seems to favor a continuation of this al- 
together desirable feature. 

Jobbers are reported to have been searching for standard 
No. 3 tomatoes and sales are said to aggregate 25,000 cases 
during the past few days. Some further business is reported 
from jobbers who were forced to buy, but who failed to get 
their orders in before the price went up. This improvement 
is influenced by the crop conditions which are generally poor. 
The situation as reported here is not uniform. - In some sec- 
tions rain is needed, while in others it is said that other in- 
fluences are at work against the development of the crop. . At 
any rate whatever the cause may be, or if it is sveral causes, 
the situation for sellers has improved under it and sales have 
been made at higher prices, while holders have determined to 
maintain their prices at full outside rates, regardless of the 
outlook, for a time, at least. It might be said that aside 
from those who must have the goods prominent buyers ‘are 
not displaying any considerable anxiety regarding the outcome 
of the crop situation, believing that there is yet sufficient time 
for the crop to recover from any temporary disturbance and 
yield quite as much as usual. 

The cold weather has influenced the growth of the corn crop 
to some extent. It is feared that it will cut short the crop in 
this state. In some parts of Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont there has been a frost the past week, but it is not 
known whether it affected the growing corn or not. There is 
always danger, however, when the frost line is reached that 
the growing crops will be cut’ off the next time one occurs. 
And in this instance it is believed that the situation is fraught 
with considerable possibility of a killing frost before the usual 
time. Even though there is fear that frost may have injured 
the crop, or may do so shortly, there is demand for goods 
only to satisfy individual requirements. Buyers are watching 
the situation closely, but are not disposed to purchase freely 
of any grade until they are certain what the probabilities of 
the coming crop are. 

Pears are quiet, but pressure to sell has ceased and prices 
are now on a firm basis, with buyers taking only what they 
need to satisfy their daily requirements. Business has been 
merely nominal during the week. 

Beans are dull under free offerings. Buyers take only small 
quantities and not many orders are placed for those. The 
situation is practically unchanged from last week, with sales 
restricted and all interests more or less indifferent. 

State gallon apples are offered sparingly and the market is 
firm, but buyers are holding off awaiting the results of this 
year’s pack. Holders are indisposed to undertake to urge 
things under present circumstances. 

California fruits are unchanged. Developments are unim- 
portant and holders are waiting the increase in consumptive 
demand. The recent advance in the price of some varieties 
has exerted almost no interest here. buyers are not anxious 
to obtain further supplies now and prefer..to..wait until. later 
before placing orders.

Packers of red Alaska salmon are reported to be closely 
cleaned up on 1909 fish, though demand continues in about 
the same volume as before. Not much sockeye is to be had 
nearly all having been sold out. The medium red pack jg ye. 
ported oversold. The market on all red salmon continues firm, 
with an upward tendency. Columbia river Chinooks are 
wanted, but so far as can be learned there is none to be ha 
excepting from second hands and such holders are reluetant 
sellers because they must satisfy their regular demand hefoyg 
allowing any stock to go out to others. Future pinks are 
neglected, but spot stocks are reported in small compass. ]j 
is said that it will be only a matter of a few days when the 
spot market will be cleaned up. Consuming demand is rather 
active at the prevailing low prices. 

Domestic sardines are still unsettled by the low and altogether 
unprofitable prices. Some packers seem determined to ruin 
the business and aceording to those who should know they 
will succeed. Interior buyers have been offered quarter-oils at 
$1.85@1.90 f. o. b. Eastport, though the largest packers de- 
cline to aecept anything below $2 f. o. b. Eastport and gay 
that there is no money at that figure. Some of the most 
popular brands are held up to $2.10 f. 0. b. Eastport.

EpitoR CANNER: The long expected opening prices on the 
1909 pack of salmon were announced soon after the Sockeye 
packing season on Puget Sound, was brought to a termination, 
The two important factors were ‘tlie prices on Puget Sound 
sockeyes and Alaska reds. The packers of the latter grade 
had sufficient information about their own pack on hand sey- 
eral weeks ago to enable them to make their price under ordi- 
nary circumstances, but with the expected big pack of sockeyes 
this year, there was another element to be taken into econsid- 
eration, and they therefore waited until sockeye prices were 
forthcoming. The sockeye season was late, and it was not un- 
til recently that the packers of this grade completed their 
operations and were enabled to determine just what they had 
to figure on. The following are the new prices, quoted f. 0. 
b. Pacific coast terminals: 

Sockeyes—1 |b. talls, $1.35; 1 Ib. flats, $1.50; half-pound, $1. 


Red Alaskas—1 Ib. talls, $1.15; 1 Ib. flats, $1.35;  half- 
pounds, 85e. 
Medium Reds—1 lb. talls, $1.05; 1 Ib. flats, $1.20; half- 


pounds, 70c. 

Pinks—1 Ib. talls, 60c; 1 Ib. flats, 60c; no halves packed. 

Chums—1 Ib. tallsy 57144¢; no other sizes. 

To this list, in. order to make it.complete, should be added 
opening prices announced on Columbia river chinooks, some 
time ago, which were as.follows: 1 Ib. talls, $1.65; 1 Ib. flats, 
$1.75; half-pounds, $1.05. The opening prices show consider- 
able of a reduction in the price of sockeyes over last year, 
when the opening price was on the basis of $1.60 for 1 Ib. 
talls. However, the pack of sockeyes this year is in the 
neighborhood of 900,000 cases as compared to 165,000 cases 
last year and 90,000 the year before. The packers of this 
grade are sure of their market and have no apprehension about 
being able to dispose of their pack during this and the three 
short seasons which will follow, but they realized that with a 
large pack on hands it would be necessary to make a concession 
that would move out at least a portion of this pack immedi- 
ately. ‘Lhe balance will undoubtedly be carried over for higher 
prices next year. 

The price on Alaska reds is the same as last year, with the 
exception of halves, which are 5¢ lower. While the pack is 
undoubtedly short of last year, yet the packers took the sock- 
eye pack into consideration and have named a price which 
will undoubtedly prove popular with buyers and will move this 
grade into early consumption. 

The early cleanup and firm market for medium reds last 
year demonstrated to the packers that this grade has increased 
in favor remarkably during the last year or.two and the price 
is consequently 5¢ higher. A small pack of this grade is ex- 
pected also. 

The price on pinks is 10¢ a dozen lower than last year, 
which is a big concession. It is evident that the packers desire 
to clean up both their carry-over and their new stocks rapidly. 
The ‘low price may be attributed: to: the fact that owing to the 
sockeye pack running short of expectations, packers on Puget 
Sound are filling. their cans. with.humpbacks, and .the..pack..will 
be larger than expected.

Epiror CANNER: ‘This letter must be a record, and not a 
prophecy. The Maine sweet corn crop was late in being 
planted, and when it was under ground the conditions were far 
from favorable, for last year the ground was full of moisture, 
so when a long dry spell came there was a reservoir, as it were, 
from which the roots could get nourishment. Not so in 1909, 
for the ground has been dry from spring time to harvest, and 
the harvest is not yet. The packing season will be from two 
to at least three weeks late. As I write not a factory has 
begun, as near as I can find out. Many factories will not 
have commenced when the reader peruses this letter. The 
future belongs to prophecy not for record. We have had one 
quite severe frost in certain localities, but not so bad as re- 
ported. It simply touched the outside ears of corn planetd in 
the low lands, a place where it should never be planted. Our 
early cold weather in the fall is bad enough without extend- 
ing an invitation for more trouble. 

The summer has been a strange one. At times very cold, at 
times very hot, almost tropical. Rain has not fallen generally, 
hence corn has not filled out, the ears being small. The nights 
have been cool generally, whereas corn should have warm or 
hot nights. In so far as growth is regarded we stood on Sep- 
tember 4 just about where we should have been on about the 
15th of August, and even with favorable conditions it cannot 
be. made up. With a fair estimate of acreage we expected a 
decrease of 25 per cent when I wrote a week ago. Since then 
the frost has cut this down, but the danger lies in the continu- 
ance of the drouth. Rain is predicted for today or Sunday 
about all the east ‘‘except Maine.’’ The weather bureau did 
not give any reason for ‘‘rubbing it in’’ on Maine farmers, 
but it has just the same. 

Many of the packers have withdrawn or made an advance to 
85¢ or 90e, while one packer talked $1. In fact it is and will 
be a bull market until after corn is packed. One might say 
that there is no market, for conditions are not known to even 
a moderate degree of certainty. Several Maine newspapers 
published sensational reports of a terrible frost, when it was a 
very slight one; but such stories crop out each year. 

One large packer agrees with me that the loss against last 
year will not be only about 30 per cent, another says 50 per 
eent and another says 67 per cent, while a few will have a 
fair crop—IF! 

There may be 5,000 to 10,000 cases of last year’s stock left. 
This is the whole story, but perhaps Dr. Cook could throw 
more light on the subject. One of the largest New York pack- 
ers gives me the state’s average as 75 per cent to 90 per cent. 

The Maine apple crop will be very short, but the loss is 
more on Baldwins and winter fruit than on fall. Very few 
are offering, but sales have been made at $2.25. Probably it 
might be difficult to purchase at the lowest figure. 

Blueberries are a drag at from $1 to $1.10 for No. 2. No. 
changes can be noted in prices of clams or bluebacks, and 
the same can be said of sardines. It is noticeable that the 
high grades are going fast and at full prices. INDEX.

San Francisco, Sept. 3, 1909. 

Epiror CANNER: As the season progresses it becomes more 
and more evident that there will not be sufficient fruit packed 
in apricots, pears and yellow free peaches to fill orders. 

Apricots are searce, with prices advanced all along the line. 
No. 8 pie fruit in particular is in considerable demand with no 
supply. High grades are sold out and cleaned up. There are 
still a few standards left, but in the absence of the higher 
and lower grades, the trade will svon use up this line. 

Yellow free peaches are usually in abundant supply, but 
owing to the dry season and the peculiar ripening of fruit the 
yellow free peaches came on at a time when they were neglected 
for the handling of other fruits. The consequence is that the 
market is cleaned up and extras and the other grades. are 
moving out very rapidly and will not last long under the pres- 
ent demand. The prices on the higher grades has been in- 
ereased and pies have been advanced from $2.40 to $2.60. 

Bartlett pears is another fruit which is extremely short. 
The shipment of green Bartlett pears for eastern market ex- 
ceeded those of any season for some time past and left the 
canner short of fruit. No. 214 extra pears have been advanced 





from $1.75 to $2 and the other grades have been out UP le 
per dozen. Gallon pies are practically out of the m 
Nearly all canners are short on extra standards and extras, 
and there is considerable shopping in consequence. 

Yellow cling peaches are being packed at this time and 
most canners are busily engaged. in getting up their orderg 

Beans and tomatoes are coming right along, and while jt 
may be possible that somewhere about the usual quantity of 
clings will be canned, prices will undoubtedly be advanceq and 
the fruit firmly held. 

Very few plums were packed and some canners are ont of 
this fruit already. 

The jobber who has not placed his order and given his 
specifications will stand little chance of obtaining his ful] ro. 
quirements, even if he should be willing to pay the preyailin 
market price. . 

The Can company estimates that there is hardly 60 per 
cent of the canned fruit packed this season and while the de- 
mand has come slowly it has been steady, and even with the 
carry-over it will be difficult to fill orders for the full line 
at the end of the canning season. 

Prices most assuredly will not be any lower than the open- 
ing. Those prices are a thing of the past so far as this gea- 
son is concerned. Whether or not a canner will let any of his 
surplus go at opening prices remains to be seen, but at the 
present most of them have advanced their prices and are hold- 
ing firmly on what fruit they have left. 

The dried fruit situation has not changed much. Prones 
are selling on bulk basis of 2%ec. The Santa Clara crop which 
was estimated at somewhat about 30,000,000 pounds 
this year and was expected to be all large fruit, has deceived 
most people. Even my estimate of 50,000,000 to 60,000,000 
is now too low and it is generally estimated that the crop will 
be something like 70,000,000, if indeed it doesn’t exceed this, 
It is not running to large sizes and those who have sold freely 
of 40-50s will have difficulty in filling their orders. The crop 
of the state is estimated somewhere about 130,000,000 pounds 
which is a pretty fair crop. 

Prices are ruling fairly firm and there is apt to be an ad- 
vance if any volume of business is placed. There is some de 
mand for dried peaches and apricots, but no startling amount 
of business is being done. 

Canned tomatoes are being held at 67%4c for standards. 
There is a pretty fair acreage put out, but prices promise to 
remain firm and steady. CaL. 








| Baltimore 








Baltimore, Md., Sept. 6, 1909. 

EpitoR CANNER: I can give you a report of the weather in 
this section last week in a very few words. The drouth con- 
tinued up to Saturday night, although during Friday and 
Saturday the weather bureau predicted rain. On Saturday 
night there was a shower or two, which, however, only just laid 
the dust and was of no material benefit to the crops. This 
week opens with a perfectly clear atmosphere, and the indica- 
tions are for a continuance of the drouth, for the government 
observer holds out no hopes of rain for several days. 

It is needless to discuss the effect of this continued drouth 
on corn, at least as far as Maryland is concerned, because 
that subject is now a closed issue, it being positively certain 
that the crop and pack will be the lightest known for years. 
The pack in fact is now being made and will be over in a 
very few days. Many of those packers who sold futures are 
pro rating their orders, and those who were fortunate enough 
not to sell ahead are offering very light, as they believe in a 
higher market later on. 

Limited quantities of new standard Maine style can be 
bought at 65¢ to 671%4c f. o. b. country factories, and 67%4e 
to 70e f. o. b. Baltimore, with the better grades at propor 
tionate figures. It would not be possible, however, to buy very 
much at these prices. Quite a quantity of western corn has 
been sold recently in this market to packers and others on the 
basis of 60¢ to 62%4e f. o. b. western factories. This is cer- 
tainly a fulfillment of the old saying, ‘‘ bringing coals to New- 
castle.’’ A number of packers in Maryland have had to buy 
some of this corn to help out on their own future sales. The 
fact that western packers have been selling at 60c f. o. b. is 
the only reason why the selling price here has not advanced 
above 67%4c to 70c. As soon as western pasckers put up their 
figures we may look for a corresponding advance here. Tak

@ it would not surprise me to see standard Maine style sell- 


- at 75¢ to 80c before the close of lake and rail navigation. 


Of course interest is now centered on the tomato situation. 
There was a big business done during the last half of the week 
before last, and first haif of last week on the basis of 65e f. 
o. b. peninsula points. It is reported that from 300,000 to 
400,000 eases of tomatoes changed hands at this figure. These 


were what I term ‘*foreed sales,’’ as the sellers were obliged 

to market some stock at whatever price they could get so as 

to enable them to finance the balance of their pack. After the 

sales of the above quantity the market stiffened up to 67%c 

and 70e, but the buyers did not take hold freely at the ad- 

vanced figures, and as the country packers still keep piling up 
their stock they are again showing a disposition to accept busi- 
ness at 6734¢ and even 65c. I said in my last I saw no pros- 
ect for any material improvement in the market until the 
close of the season, and I am still of the same opinion, for I 
believe the price will range around 65¢ to 67%c until the 
k is practically harvestea, and then—look out for a change! 

There is something of a glut in raw stock now in Maryland, 
Delaware and Jersey, as the main crop is coming in, and on 
account of the peculiar weather the fruit seems to be ripening 
all at once, and packers are really getting the raw fruit a 
little faster than they can take care of it. The market on raw 
tomatoes broke in Baltimore on Friday and Saturday to 30¢ 
per bushel, and today it opens at 25c. The glut is likely to 
continue this week, but the present indications are for a very 
early close to the tomato packing season. The prediction for 
a quick ending of the crop is not based on the prospects of an 
early fall alone, but it is based also on the fact that the dry 
and hot weather has burnt off the late blossoms and there 
will be no late tomatoes to mature whether frost holds off or 
~T notice that Wm. Numsen & Sons have made a guess that 
the total pack for 1909 will foot up at least 3,000,000 eases 
less than the pack of 1908. I know of no one in the country 
who is in a better position to make a guess than is this firm, 
for they probably pack more tomatoes than any other packer 
in the United States, and they are in close touch with all sec- 
tions. I will not guess on the pack, but I will say this much, 
that if Numsen’s guess is anywhere near correct, then we are 
almost eertain to see an 80c market during the first half of 
November, and a 90¢ to $1 price by February 1, 1910. If 
Numsen is right I think mine is a pretty safe prediction. The 
middle west continues buying here, and from all accounts they 
will have to get the bulk of their supply this season from the 
East. This fact will help our market at the close of the 
season. 

Reports continue to come in that the apple crop will be com- 
paratively light and buyers are taking hold quite freely from 
Baltimore at 65c to 70¢ for No. 3 and $1.90 to $2 for No. 10. 
Quite a good many apples have been packed here up to the 
present, but I understand the packers are now experiencing 
difficulty in getting raw stock except at a considerable increase 
in price. The local crop of apples is winding up and Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and New York state will not ship here except 
at higher figures than have been ruling in this market for 
Maryland apples. 

There is still but a very limited demand for peaches. In 
spite of this lack of interest the market shows no signs of a de- 
cline. Small fruits were active last week, particularly black- 
berries, raspberries and gooseberries. All of these three lines 
showed an advance. New packed sauerkraut can now be 
bought here at 70e and sweet potatoes at 75c. TARTAR.

EpitoR CANNER: Apricots are strong with an upward ten- 
dency owing to the cleanup of stock in the hands of the 
weaker holders by the recent buying of.exporters and packers. 
The price tendency on the coast is upward and it is reported 
difficult to buy at less than 9¢ regular terms f. o. b. for 
choice Royals. Local buyers are not responding to the im- 
provement as indicated in the coast advices and are making 
but few purchases for present or forward shipment. Reports 
are to the effect that less than 25 per cent of the crop is left 
in growers’ hands. The recent buying by packers is said to 
have been forced since they discovered that the market was 
getting away from them owing to the activity of exporters, 
and they had some contracts which must be covered. Spot 
prices are: Standard, 8%@9c; choice, 10@10%4e; extra 
choice, 10144@10%ec; fancy, 11@13¢. 

Peaches show no life, but there is little pressure to sell on 
the coast since it is believed that the bottom of the market has 
been reached. Growers feel as though it is only a question 
of time when eastern purchasers will be obliged to come into 
the market for stock. Wnen that occurs there will be a de- 
cided ‘recovery in the situation. Spot prices are: Standards, 
5@5%e; choice, 54@6c; extra choice, 6144@6%c; fancy, 7 
@8 ee. 

The market for evaporated fruits remains quiet. The best 
bids for November delivery prime apples are 8\%e, but nothing 
is available below 8%4¢ and not much at that. Chops and 
waste continue quiet. Spot goods are unchanged and are 
quoted as follows: Apples, evaporated, fancy, cases, 8%@ 
9%4e; choice, 8@8%4c; prime, jobbing lots, 744c; car lots, 
74%4ec; common to fair, 5@6%4c; sliced and quartered, sun- 
dried, 34%@6c; chops, prime, per ewt., $2.25; poor to fair, 
$1.50@1.75; cores and skins, $2.25@2.50; cherries, new, Ib., 
17@18e; raspberries new, state, 22@22%4c; blackberries, 
174%c; huckleberries, offered to arrive, 12%4c; huckleberries, 
old, 12e. HELLGATE. 


CANNING SEASON IN CALIFORNIA. 

It is, reported from San Jose, Cal., that in the local 
canneries the season for peaches, pears and plums has 
just opened. The apricot season has closed. This 
year’s excellent crop has made this fruit very popular 
in the foreign markets, but the local demand has been 
only fair. The output, however, is not as great as it 
was last year, even with the apricots. The peaches 
that are being canned now will not be in season longer 
than a week more. The demand for peaches is 
lighter than on any of the other fruits, due to the 
fact that a number of the packers had a quantity of 
carry-over peaches on hand at the beginning of the 
season. The pears show a considerable shortage this 
year, because so many of the pears dropped from the 
trees before they were mature. The driers are just 
entering upon the heavy season of their work.

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SECOND INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS FOR REPRES- 
SION OF ADULTERATION AND FRAUDS IN 
FOOD AND DRUGS. 


The Second international Congress under the aus- 
pices of the White Cross Scciety will be held in Paris, 
October 17-24 (inclusive), 1909. The meeting will 
be held under the patronage of the Minister of Agri- 
culture, the Minister of the Interior, President of the 
Council, the Minister of Commerce, the Under Secre- 
tary of State for the War Department, the President 
of the Municipal Council of the City of Paris and the 
President of the General Council of the Department 
of the Seine, Paris. _The president of the congress 
is Dr. Bordas, Director of the Laboratories of the 
Ministry of Finance; the vice president is Dr. Eug. 
Roux, Chief of the Service for the Repression of Adul- 
teration, at the Ministry of Agriculture; the general 
secretary is M. Ch. Franche, 16 Place Vendome, 
Paris, France, to whom all communications relating 
to papers should be addressed. 

The congress is divided into three sections: First 
section, alimentary technology; second section, hy- 
giene; third section, crude drugs, essential oils and 
crude aromatic substances, chemical products and 
mineral waters. 

There are three classes of members: First, donat- 
ing members, those paying 100 francs ($20) are 
enrolled as such; second, titulary members, any per- 
son, society or corporate body having paid 20 francs 
($4) is entitled to become a titulary member; third, 
associate members, any person belonging to the family 
of a donor or titulary member who pays the sum of 
10 francs ($2) may be an associate member. ‘Asso- 
ciate members do not receive the publications of the 
congress nor participate in the voting or debates. 
They are, however, invited to all official fetes and 
receptions and are entitled to any rebate for traveling 
expenses and to attend the sittings of the congress. 

Important questions concerning the adulteration 
and misbranding. of food and drugs will be discussed 
in the congress and actions taken thereon. State dairy 
and food commissioners, food and drug officials of 
the various states and municipalities and manufactur- 
ers of and dealers in foods and drugs are invited to 
become members and take an active part in the pro- 
ceedings of the congress by attendance in person, 
presentation of papers or otherwise. 

Dr. H. W. Wiley has been designated as represen- 
tative of the White Cross Society in America, and 
will, on request, send a pamphlet giving full details of 
the congress to any intending member. He will also 
undertake to forward to Paris the names of sub- 
scribers and their fees, if the same should be sent to 
him in Washington, D. C. All persons sending their 
fees directly to Paris are requested to send Dr. Wiley 
their names, in order that he may have a complete list 
of the American participants. 

The congress is held at an opportune time for Amer- 
ican members, since the rush of travel eastward is now 
over, and by the time the congress adjourns the rush 
of travel westward will be materially lessened. The 
attending members, therefore, will not have difficulty 
in securing passage each way. Intending members are 
urgently requested to send names and fees without 
delay to Dr. Wiley, also titles and abstracts of papers.

MAN EATS CANNED CORN: DIES 

While hundreds of passengers on a lake steamer enjoye 
trip from Milwaukee Saturday night, Berdine Bacon, 4 ne xr 
waiter on the boat, lay in a bunk suffering from stein 
poison, the result of eating canned corn shortly before the 
vessel left Milwaukee. He died an hour after the boat reached 
Chicago. Bacon was 30 years old and lived at 432 State 
street. 

A few minutes after the boat left the harbor he fell to the 
floor while carrying a tray filled with food toward the dining- 
room. Bacon was carried below to a bunk. The lake became 
rough soon after the boat reached the outer harbor and the 
sufferer was tossed about by the pitching and tossing of the 
boat. 

He was without medical aid, according to the police, until 
the vessel reached Chicago. When Bacon was taken home in 
an unconscious condition Dr. G. Tedtman, 426 State street 
was. called, but Bacon died soon afterward. Dr. Tedtman an 
clared Bacon was suffering from ptomaine poison.

As canned vegetables and fruits, as a class of manufactured 
foods, are absolutely free of adulterants of any and all kinds, 
hence are perfectly pure and wholesome, there is no danger 
whatever in eating them, although the first line of the heading 
of the enclosed, ‘‘Man Eats Canned Corn; Dies,’’ sounds as 
if death follows as a natural consequence where canned goods 
are eaten.

based the assertion that canned corn caused the man’s death. 

Our interest in this matter is simply this: Canned vegeta- 


ables and fruits are absolutely unadulterated, therefore pure 


and wholesome foods, so that sickness or death could not pos- 
sibly result from eating them unless the food had been allowed 
to stand a considerable length of time in the open can, or in 
ease of its removal promptly from the original container, not 
eaten until spoliage had set in. 
We would thank you for a full statement of the circum- 
stances so far as your knowledge goes.

Brokers’ Market Opinions 





Selections from the Weekly Canned Goods Circulars Issued 
by Prominent Commission Firms 




















J. M. Paver & Co., Chicago, Ill. 

Corn—Trading has been on a large basis. The East 
and the Pacific Coast, as well as the Middle West, 
have all looked to Iowa, Indiana and Illinois for corn. 
The state of Iowa has suffered most from poor crop 
conditions. 

Tomatoes—The tomato situation in the Central 
West is one of remarkable firmness from the packer’s 
position. That the crop will be short is not doubted 
by the best posted authorities. The season must of 
necessity be a late one, to record as large a pack as 
that of 1908. The danger of an early killing frost 
must be taken into consideration. It has proved unwise 
in the past for anyone to make predictions, but we 
cannot help but feel that it would be to the jobber’s 
best interests to watch the market on tomatoes more 
closely during the next two weeks than is his usual 
wont. Standard 3's at 75c factory are hard to obtain. 
The few sellers are holding at 77'%c factory.

Tomatoes—From country sections in Maryland and 
Delaware advices of the week continue to show unsat- 
isfactory crop conditions, with only partial day-to-day 
runs made all this week. If anything, there is more 
of this sort of correspondence this week than prevailed 
last week, and in consequence general disappointment 
that so much of the season has passed with compara- 
tively little accomplished. In several instances country 
factories, in order to keep their factory help together, 
have been obliged to go into the open market for raw 
stock, paying for such stock considerably in excess of 
their own contracted acreage. Discouraging as con- 
ditions have been and are at the crop end, the situation 
is rendered still more unsatisfactory from the packer’s 
standpoint by reason of market quotations on the 
canned article continuing in no manner whatever to 
reflect crop and factory conditions. It is difficult to con- 
ceive a more illogical or unexplainable situation than 
the “two horns of the dilemma” between which the to- 
mato packer at present finds himself. Neither «logic 
nor good common sense has in the past been attrib- 
uted to the course of the tomato market, is not now, 
and must of necessity require an overweening confi- 
dence that its future disposition will be any more 
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“safe and sane” than it has been in the past. Offer- 
ings out of first hands this week are marked by greater 
caution than obtained last week, with some packers 
who were out of the market last week inclined to re- 
main out until conditions assume more regularity.

From present indications it looks like tomatoes 
will follow corn, so far as the yield is concerned for 
the season of 1909. Another week has been recorded 
without rain. Each day the situation becomes more 
serious. Some of the oldest citizens declare that they 
have never experienced such a drouth before. Streams 
and springs are dry that have never been recorded 
as having gone dry before. The water supply of 
Aberdeen has never been noted heretofore as insuff- 
cient, and yet such is the case today, and the citizens 
are advised to economize in the use of water. Herds 
of cattle are suffering on account of pastures being 
burned up and nothing for them to eat, and while the 
tomato is known as a dry weather product, dry rot is 
being reported in various localities. A number of 
growers report that when picking their tomatoes they 
throw two tomatoes away to one they put in the 
basket.

Tomatoes—The prolonged drouth has caused a de- 
cidedly firmer feeling in the tomato market. Most 
packers have withdrawn prices and are awaiting de- 
velopments. Reports from various sections indicate 
a very short pack. Under normal conditons, the pack- 
ing season is well under way by this time. The pack- 
ers this year, however, have packed very few tomatoes 
so far, and it looks like a very short season. The 
next two or three weeks will develop the true situa- 
tion. The market ranges from 67%4c to 7oc for No. 3 
standards, 50c to 52%c for No. 2’s and $1.90 to $2 
for No. 10’s. We also have a nice line of No. 3 hand- 
packed tomatoes in sanitary cans, choice quality, at 
75c per dozen. These can be had either under pack- 
ers’ or for buyers’ labels. We also have a car of No. 1 
country-packed tomato pulp at 30c per dozen, and 175 
to 200 barrels of tomato pulp at $3.25 per barrel.

R. L. Templeton of Sulphur Springs, Tex., a former resident 
of Little Rock, is considering the proposition of moving his 
canning factory from Sulphur Springs to Little Rock. 

The canning factory at Ontario, Cal., has been turning out 
upward of fifty tons of peaches per day. It is estimated that 
2,000,000 cans of fruit will have been packed by the end of the 
season, 

The Centralia, Wash., canning factory is in operation op 
fruits. A number of varieties of fruits will be canned this 
year and next year it is expected that jams and preserves wil] 
be added to the output. 

The Christopher-Thurber Grocery Co. is operating the eap- 
ning factory built at Trenton, Mo., by the Western Co opera- 
tive association several years ago. B. C. Cox is in charge of 
the plant, which will include apples and pumpkin in its output. 

We reprint the following report from Iowa: ‘‘The canning 
factories at Dysart and Toledo both began operations this 
week. The corn this year is smaller and the crop lighter than 
last but the quality is said to be good, the grain firm and 
sweet.’’ 

The Marengo correspondent of the Davenport, Ia., Dem- 
ocrat writes: ‘‘Manager Branch reports that i!2 pack will 
be much lighter this year than for a number of years for the 
reason that the drouth has seriously affected the crop, and that 
indications point to the fact that corn will be higher the com- 
ing winter than heretofore.’’ 


The Santa Clara driers are just entering upon the heavy 
season of their work, says the San Jose Mercury. The con- 
census of opinion of a number of packers interviewed is to 
the effect that the pear output is barely medium; that the 
prunes are but up to 60 per cent of a full ‘crop, and the apri- 
cots a little better than usual. 


The following item is reprinted from the Lanesboro, Minn., 
Leader: ‘‘The Lanesboro canning factory will be represented 
with an exhibit at the Minnesota State Fair. The state dairy 
and food department has arranged for an exhibit of the 
products of the several canning plants, and the Lanesboro fae- 
tory has decided to participate.’’ 


A recent report from Tipton, Ind., states that ;‘“The Wind- 
fall Canning factory, which experienced some financial diffi- 
eulties as a result of indebtedness to the First National Bank, 
recently reorganized here, has been able to arrange for a con- 
tinuance of business and will take care of this year’s tomato 
acreage, which is about 600 acres.’’ 

Traverse City, Mich., advices say: ‘‘ Reports of orchard con- 
ditions indicate a record-preaking crop of apples in Grand 
Traverse and Leelanau counties this season. It is estimated 
that in Grand Traverse county alone the crop will reach 400,- 
000 barrels, and it is expected that the farmers will receive 
$1.50 per barrel for the apples ‘on the tree.’ The Leelanau 
county crop is valued at $75,CCC.’’ 


The Wabash, Ind., Canning Co. is running on tomatoes. In 
this connection the Wabash ‘‘ Plain Dealer’’ said the other 
day that ‘‘Charles Latchem, speaking for his company, stated 
this is the first time in the history of his plant that tomatoes 
have come into the market for canning before corn. Usually 
the corn is first canned and usually all of the corn crop is 
eared for before the tomatoes come.’’ 


At a special meeting last week of the executive board of the 
New York Dried Fruit Association the following named firms 
were elected to membership: Jaburg Bros., Richard J. Rogers 
and J. W. Schaefer, of New York, and the Rexford Packing 
company, of Fresno, Cal. The association now numbers about 
seventy-five members, not a few of whom have joined within 
the last few months to avail themselves of the arbitration 
facilities aecorded by the organization. 

The five plants of the Erie Preserving Co., of Buffalo, N. 
Y., together with their machinery, labels, ete., were sold in the 
corridor of the city hall at Buffalo a few days ago to R. A. 
Kellogg, of Kellogg & Baker, for $38,400, by Clark H. Timer- 
man, receiver of the company. These plants are located at 
Model City, North Collins, Lockport, Irving and Fenton. A 
report from Buffalo states that they were inventoried for more 
than $500,000. It will be recalled that some time ago the 
Erie Preserving Co. went into the hands of a receiver. 
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A report from Anutt, Mo., says that apples are falling off 
padly in that loeality. 

Apricot pits are selling at $20 a ton, says a report from 
Santa Paula, Cal. 

The apple crop was fair about St. Joseph, Mo., growers sell- 
ing No. 1s at $2 per barrel. 

There is a scarcity of winter apples in the vicinity 
paca, Wis., with bids of $3 per barrel.

According to a report from Niagara county, N. Y., the 
crop of Al winter apples is light this fall. 
The apple crop, says a report from Richland, Mich., will be 


larger than expected in the Eagle valley. 

The peach drying season is in full blast about Kingsboro, 
Cal., with a crop never better in quality or quantity. 

Orchards are in poor condition this season about Paris, Ark., 
due to drouth. Some of the trees are reported dying. 

A report from an orchardist at Fenville, Mich., says that 
apples are very smooth and free from blemish this season. 

Another report from Missouri, this one from Palmyra, re- 
ports a crop below expectations, with rather poor quality of 
fruit. 

According to a letter from Toledo, Mo., apples show some 
damage as a result of the dry weather in that part of the 
country. 

The prune harvest is now on throughout Sutter county, Cal., 
and the weather is reported as ideal for the proper curing of 
the fruit. 

Reports from California are to the effect that the Consoli- 
dated Seeded Raisin Company is moving to secure control of 
the market. 

A report from Washington Springs, 8S. D., states: ‘‘ Many 
young orchards were set out this spring and farmers are pre- 
paring for new orchards next year.’’ 

The Oregon growers are talking a smaller crop of prunes 
this year, early estimates being reduced from 25 to 33% per 
cent, one prediction being 24,000,000 pounds. 

It is reported from Fresno, Cal., that the Jeffries packing 
house in that city has been purchased by Arkelian Bros., who 
will install a new seeder and make other improvements. 

To prevent rabbits from gnawing fruit trees take any kind 
of earth that will stick and make a mortar with water and 
mop the body of the tree. The rabbits will then let it alone. 

A report from Ontario county, N. Y., says that the apple 
crop in that section was damaged 25 per cent by Aphis and 
that growers are talking at $3 per barrel for No. 1 fruit 
packed. 


According to a late report from Harrison county, Ia., the 
condition of winter apples is 20 per cent better than last sea- 
son, but the yield will not be more than 60 per cent of an 
average crop. 

Western Michigan orchardists are reported to have sold their 
crops of apples at $2 per barrel for the estimated crop on the 
trees. Some other orchardists have sold at $3 to $3.40 for 
Ists and 2nds f. o. b. cars. 


The dried fruit crop around Biggs, Cal., is reporetd as very 
large this season, and at the Harvey Brothers’ drying yards 
forty tons of green fruit, mostly peaches, are being cut and 
placed upon the trays for drying every day. 

There is only half a crop of apples in the orchards around 
Chambersburg, Pa., this season. In the vicinity of Fayette- 
ville, Pa., there is about 40 per cent of a crop. The crop is 
also very light in the orchards around Christiana, Pa. 

A report to American Agriculturist from Van Buren county, 
Mich., says: ‘‘One man was offered $3,000 for his apple 
crop covering twenty-three acres. Another man received a bid 
of $4,000 for his crop of twenty acres. Both bids were de- 
clined.’’ 


A report from Delmont, 8. D., to American Agriculturist 
says: ‘‘On July 30 a hail storm demolished the crops. Apples 
and all small fruit destroyed. Storm area was ten miles wide 
and fifty miles in length, passing through Charles Mix and Bon 
Homme counties.’’ 

A Yuba City, Cal., report says: 
county are now in the heat of harvest. Prices are unexpectedly 
low. When the market opened early in the season prices were 
made on a 2% base, but last week the price dropped to a 14%4e 
base. The crop in Sutter county is lighter than for two years 
past.’’ 

From the leading apple-growing interests in Halifax Consul- 
General David F. Wilber learns that the prospective crop in 
Nova Scotia will be much larger than last season. Graven- 
stines and Blenheims lead, while Baldwins and Northern Spies 
will yield less than last year. A copy of the annual report 
for 1909 of the Nova Scotia Fruit Growers’ Association, which 
also contains the addresses of the members, may be consulted 
at the bureau of manufacturers. 


The apple growers and shippers of Pajora valley (Cal.) have 
gone on record as opposed to the proposed new apple law which 
has been introduced in the United States Congress, and which 
provides for a standard size apple box. The specifications of 
the standard box are not the same as for the boxes now in use 
in California and other portions of the Pacific Coast and does 
not seem to meet with the approval of any of the prominent 
apple growing centers of the West.

TELEGRAPH COMPANIES URGED TO ABANDON LIMI- 
TATIONS ON CODE WORDS. 

Concerted action on the part of the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ Association against the proposed revision 
of telegraph codes and a consequent advance in rates 
by the telegraph companies is foreboded by a circular 
sent out to members of the association last week by 
John M. Glenn, its secretary. It is intimated that 
unless the companies recede from their position Con- 
gress will be petitioned to pass the necessary legisla- 
tion to place the telegraph companies under the super- 
vision of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The circular states that in 1907 the telegraph com- 
panies advanced their rates 20 per cent in this terri- 
tory, and that now, under the guise of revising the 
code system, they propose to effect another advance 
in rates. 

Attention is called to the cheap telegraph rates in 
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England, where the telegraph is under the govern- 
ment postoffice. 

The members of the association have been requested 
to send their views on the matter to the secretary, so 
that united action may be taken to force the telegraph 
companies to recede from their position.

INQUIRIES SOLICITED 
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ACKERLEY ARGUES AT DENVER CONVENTION IN 
FAVOR OF UNIFORM FOOD STANDARDS. 

The day before the convention opened Dana T. 
Ackerly, of the legal department of the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ association, argued before the 
Model Food Committee of the Association of State 
and National Food and Dairy Departments in favor 
of having all state food standards conform with the 
National law. Mr. Ackerly said in part: 

The proposed statute already announced by your com 
mittee defines over two hundred and sixty articles with / great 


nicety. It is recommended that forty-six different legisla- 
tures shall put the same standards in their statute books, 
without variation. But variations between states are inevit- 
able. Colorado will not swallow the Wisconsin standards 
whole. California will have her own ideas as to fruit stand- 
ards. Minnesota will not complacently follow Texas in fix- 


ing the precise scientific proportions of fiber, ash, nitrogen 
and moisture that must be found in ‘‘statutory flour.’’ 
Louisiana will not copy the nice fractions that New Hamp- 
shire has fixed in her standard for molasses or cottonseed 
oil. 

The states have never enacted uniform laws, except when 
the United States has paved the way by the constitution or 
by a statute, and now congress, at the urgency of the states 
themselves, whose representatives deplored the lack of uni 
formity throughout the country and demanded federal action, 
has enacted and enforced a general food law. Over twenty- 
five states have adopted its substantive provisions without 
important change and many others have copied it with more 
or less fidelity. If, without standards, it be imperfect, or if 
it be defective in any way, the power that was able to enact 
it in the face of determined opposition can and will amend 
and perfect it. This federal law, by virtue of its national 
scope and its general adoption, is now the only true basis 
of uniformity and any attempt, by the enactment of state 
standards laws, to substitute another model involves at the 
very outset the repeal of well established, comprehensive 
uniform statutes in over one-half of our states. 

In order, therefore, that we may not have a chaos of 
diverse and conflicting food standards in the states, this 
important question should be frankly recognized as a na 
tional issue, as a problem in the first instance for the 
nation and not for the state. Congress must lead the way. 
Its action in passing the food and drugs act, June 30, 1906, 
has accomplished practical uniformity in a majority of our 
states and has worked immeasurable good to manufacturers 
and dealers everywhere. The several states should, in jus- 
tice to the food trade, entrust to the United States govern 
ment the initial establishment of food standards for the 
American people. 

There are no physical barriers ketween states in the com- 
merece of today, and the laws of our states should keep pace 
with conditions and not embarrass their citizens by enacting 
diverse laws upon national subjects. A product made in 
entire conformity with the laws of the producer’s state and 
of the United States should be legally salable in the several 
states. The cardinal rule of state legislation upon com- 
mercial questicns is coming to be ‘‘one law for every state.’’ 

The purveyors of food, most of whom now market their 
products in several different states, earnestly urge that food 
standards shall not be incorporated in state statutes, but we

First. If we are to have food standards, they should be 
initially framed by a national commission established by 
virtue of an amendment of the food and drugs act, June 30 
1906, or an independent act of congress. The membership of 
this commission should include representatives of state food 
officials, food chemists, experienced legal officers and the 
important interests in the trade itself. This plan has been 
admirably outlined in an article by Hon, George P. MeCabe 
solicitor of the United States Department of \griculture, 


published January 4, 1909, and has commended itself to 
many who earnestly desire uniformity of law upon this 
important subject. 

Second. If standards are deemed necessary in any state 
the state food officials should be granted the full power 


under the state statute to adopt and to enforce food stand. 
ards in harmony with the United States standards. Pyro. 
visions of this kind are now found in the laws of several] 
states and are considered preferable to the embodiment of 
standards in the fixed statutes themselves, because standards 
adopted by the officials, under the plenary power of their 
statutes, may be changed, corrected or supplemented, when- 
ever it is found right and necessary to do so, whereas a 
statutory standard for any product could not be 
except by a formal act of the legislature. 

The standards so adopted and enforced by the state food 
officials could be made prima facie evidence in all cases 
prosecuted thereunder, and the enforcing officers would, 
therefore, have in their hands practically the same efficient 
means of enforcement that they would derive from the 
enactment of standards in the statutes themselves.

MINNESOTA FOOD COMMISSIONER GIVES HIGH 
PRAISE TO CANNED GOODS OF THAT STATE. 
Dairy and Food Commissioner Andrew French, 

under date of August 15, issued from the office of 
the Commission in St. Paul, Bulletin No. 32 on the 
subject of Minnesota’s canning factories and _ their 
products. In this bulletin Commissioner French gives 
very high endorsement to the purity and good quality 
of Minnesota’s canned goods’ pack, saying: 


The attention of the commissioner is occasionally directed 


to a suspicion that seems still to exist in the minds of a 
few consumers of canned fruits and vegetables that the 


canned especially vegetables, our markets are 
not free from adulteration. 

With the purpose of correcting this erroneous opinion of 
the consumer, as well as clearing our packers and canners of 
such charge or suspicion, the department wishes to call the 
attention of the consuming public to the relations existing 
between the canners of the state and this department. 

The legislature, in the session of 1907, enacted the first 
law, chapter 455, ever placed upon the statutes of any state 
which had for its purpose the regulating of the operations of 
canners; subsequently amended by chapter 337, general laws 
of 1909. 

Among the provisions incorporated in this law are many 
which have been of benefit not only to the consumer, in that 
it practically guarantees a purity of product, free from

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fillers, bleachers, colors or artificial preservatives, but the 
law itself also has the hearty support and endorsement of 
the canners, because of the benefits received from the carry- 
ing out of its provisions. F 

in addition to the regular inspector of the department 
assigned to the work of inspecting the canning plants, sev- 
eral local inspectors have been appointed under the provisions 
of the law, whose duties are to enforce proper sanitary con- 
ditions at all times and to see that the goods packed are 
wholesome in every respect, as well as free from any adulter 
ation, even though such adulteration be not deleterious to the 
health of the consumer. 

A large part of the canned goods put up in the season of 
1908, of which there were approximately four and one-half 
million eans, principally corn, peas and beans, was packed 
under the direct supervision of such inspector. 

When the inspector who has supervision of this work, and 
has visited all of the plants operating in the state, can say, 
‘‘T am free to report that the vegetables packed in this state 
are put up in accordance with law and under proper sanitary 
conditions; the quality of the goods packed this season is 
better and of a uniformity not heretofore attained,’’ also 
that ‘‘Only cane sugar, salt and water are added to the 
goods when packed,’’ we feel that, in justice to this young 
and growing industry, the consumer should be honestly ad 
vised of these commendable conditions and practices, to the 
end that the canners of Minnesota may have the support 
and confidence of the consuming public which they so richly 
deserve. 

Attention is also called to the exhibit of these products 
provided for public inspection at the forthcoming state fair, 
in the dairy building. 

No state in the Union can produce more abundantly the 
raw material for the canner, nor outrank us in quality, and 
with a thorough understanding of the class of produce placed 
upon the market by our Minnesota canners, and the conse- 
quent and ultimate increase in consumption occasioned by 
the known reliability of the product, it would seem that 
there is nothing but a bright future for this industry in our 
state. ANDREW FRENCH,

EXHIBIT OF SALMON AT SEATTLE EXPOSITION. 

The Washington State Fish Commission have re- 
ceived many compliments on the splendid fisheries’ 
exhibit at the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition. 
Among the features of the exhibit is a miniature sal- 
mon hatchery in operation, hatching salmon before 
the very eyes of the spectators and shows in detail the 
method by which the tiny fry are turned out from 
the eggs in the hatcheries throughout the state to keep 
the supply of fish from being depleted. 

Commenting on the exhibit, the Pacific Fisher- 
man says that “Many lessons are to be learned from 
observing the salmon in their different stages of 
spawning and studying the way they appear in both 
fresh and salt water. It is a notable fact that many 
fish change both color and appearance in different 
temperatures of water, in different kinds of water or 
at different seasons of spawning. This is one reason 
why scientists who are supposed to be fairly well 
posted on ichthyology make so many mistakes in 
naming different specimens. They often see the same 
fish under different conditions and classify him as 
two different kinds of fish. For instance, this exhibit 
demonstrates beyond doubt that the steelhead and 
the rainbow trout are one and the same fish, although 
some of the leading scientists claim they are separate 
and distinct species. 

“Many specimens are shown at the exhibit of the 
different species of fish which have been transplanted 
into Washington waters from other localities, such 
as catfish, eastern brook trout, bass, etc.. One of the 





most interesting and instructive features is the case 
of graduated tubes showing the life history of the 
salmon from the egg until the time when they are 


turned out of the hatchery. This shows the develo 
ment of the spawn through every conceivable start 
and to those who study it carefully, a better ides 
given of the different stages of development thay 
could be obtained even from visiting a salmon 
hatchery.” 


TINPLATE INDUSTRY IN GERMANY. 

In “Stahl und Eisen” (July 21) Vogel gives a re. 
view of the rise and progress of the tinplate industry jy 
Germany, from the earliest period of which any record 
exists—namely, about the middle of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. Originating in Bavaria, the industry spread to 
Saxony and Upper Silesia, but collapsed entirely yn. 
der the competition of the superior English plate jn 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries; and at 
present the production of tinplate is mainly confined 
to the works at Rasselstein, Dillingen, Hayingen 
Husten, and Nachrodt. k 

With regard to the present output and trade in tip. 
plate in the chief commercial nations the following 
summary may be given: 

In Germany the preduction has increased from 21, 
348 tons in 1890 to 48,334 tons in 1908, during which 
period the imports have grown from 4,296 tons to 33,- 
378 tons, the exports declining from 421 tons to 242 
tons. 

Austria has only four tinplate works—namely, at 
Wasendorf (Styria), Wollersdorf (Lower Austria) 
and Neudeck and Rothau (Bohemia). These have a 
working arrangement, but the total output is only some 
8,800 tons per annum. The only producing works in 
Hungary are at Nadast. In France, tinplate is made at 
Montataire, Hennebont, Chatillon-et-Commentry, sourg 
(Franche Comté), and a few other places. The total 
output is unknown, in the absence of statistics, but the 
value of the exports in 1907 amounted to about $6,000,- 
ooo frs. (£240,000). Belgium does not appear to be 
producing tinplate at all, the small quantity (about 
1,800 tons) exported being probably in transit. 

In Italy the tinplate industry is of comparatively re- 
cent origin, but the production has grown from 2,918 
tons in 1896 to 24,423 tons in 1907, in addition to 
which about 13,000 tons are imported, in spite of the 
protective duty of 180 lire per ton. The works are 
situated at Piombino, Savona, and Darfo. The Spanish 
industry is also growing, the production having in- 
creased from 12,992 tons in 1903 to 16,842 tons in 1908. 
With few exceptions, the imports averaged about 4,000 
tons per annum from 1883 to 1894, since which time 
they have receded, the figures for 1906, being 2,547 
tons. 

Russia has now several tinplate works, and a num- 
ber of preserve manufacturers have their own tinning 
plant. No statistics of the output are available, but the 
imports for the first six months of 1908 amounted to 
3.500 tons. The quality of Russian plate is reported 
to be inferior. Sweden no longer produces tinplate, 
although the quality of Swedish iron is very suitable 
for the purpose. The imports have risen from 5,397 
tons in 1904 to 6,215 tons in 1907, all but about 250 
tons being of English origin. 

The output of English tinplate increased consider- 
ably between 1865 and 1891, the figures for these years 
being, respectively, 70,400 tons and 673,600 tons, and 
after a setback for several years resumed an upward 
course, the estimate for 1908 being 700,000 tons. Since

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1897 the exports increased from 276,260 tons to 4II,- 
813 tons in 1907, but fell slightly to 409,855 tons in 
1908. 

The greatest development in the tinplate trade is ex- 
hibited by the United States; for while in the last six 
months of 1891 the output was only 1,016 tons, it had 
grown to 366,995 tons in 1899, the maximum, 587,358 
tons, being reached in 1906, since which date 1t has re- 
ceded, being only 482,600 tons in 1908. The imports, 
which were 158,049 tons in 1880, increased to;a maxi- 
mum of 331,311 tons in 1899. The increase in the im- 
port duty, from 1 cent to 2% cents per Ib. in the latter 
year, gradually affected the import trade, which, by 
1897, had shrunk to 83,851 tons, and was only 58,490 
tons in 1908. At present the industry consumes nearly 
1%4 million tons of iron ore, 850,000 tons of coke, and 
400,000 tons of limestone—The Mining Journal, Lon- 
don. 


WHAT’S WHAT IN LEGAL TENDER; ALL MONEY NOT 
GOOD TO PAY DEBTS. 

Officially, there are just ten kinds of money in circu- 
lation in the United States. Could you name them all 
off-hand? Do you know which of those are legal 
tender and in what amount? It may be that ‘all money 
looks alike to you,” but there’s a difference, and below 
is the list: 

Gold coins, standard silver dollars, subsidiary silver, 

. gold certificates, silver certificates, treasury notes 
(1890), United States notes (greenbacks), national 
bank notes, nickel coins and bronze coins. 

Looking upon this formidable classification of 
United States money as made by the treasury depart- 
ment, it becomes more formidable when it is consid- 
ered from the highly fechnical point of view as a legal 
tender.. Some of the most imposing of this paper cur- 
rency is not a legal tender at all, while as to the minor 
coins they are legal tender in such small amounts as to 
startle the average layman. It may be well to recall to 
this layman that the term “legal tender” owes its signi- 
ficance to the fact that in payment of debt or obliga- 
tion of any kind it can be forced upon the creditor ‘in 
full of all demands.” 

Certificates Not Legal Tender. 

Gold certificates, silver certificates, and national 
bank notes, of which such enormous numbers circulate 
everywhere, are not legal tender. If-you have plenty 
of money, and if you have forced Jones to sue you in 
order to get judgment, Jones can turn down every one 
of these bills tendered in payment and force you to dig 
up something better. 

Should Jones do such a thing, you might conceive 
the idea of fixing him by unloading a whole lot of 
silver coins upon him. But you want to know what 
you're doing there, too, for he’ll take only $10 worth 
of halves, quarters and dimes, while as to nickels and 
copper cents, only 25 cents value is legal tender. 

But as to the standard silver dollar, there’s no limit 
upon your shoveling them out to Jones: This old 
“dollar of our dads”’ still is the real thing in all busi- 
ness transactions unless some clause in a contract has 
provided otherwise. Jones may refuse the silver cer- 
tificate, but when you dig up the metal dollar, they go 
unquestioned at their face value. And 1,000 of them 
weigh 58.92 pounds. 

Treasury notes of the act of 1890 are legal tender 


to their face value in payment of all debts, public and 
private, unless expressly stipulated in the contract. 
Government Receives Greenbacks Freely, 

Strictly speaking, the United States notes or green. 
backs are legal tender, with the exception of duties op 
imports and interest on the public debt. Practically 
however, since the resumption of specie payment jp 
1879, greenbacks have been received freely and with. 
out question by the government, though the law re 
specting them hasn't been changed. 

While the gold and silver certificates are not legal 
tender as between individuals, both issues are receiy. 
able for all government dues of whatever kind, in this 
respect legally more acceptable than is the greenback. 

National bank notes, while not legal tender and not 
receivable for duties on imports, still may be paid by 
the government for salaries and all debts of the goy- 
ernment except interest dues and in redemption of the 
national currency. 

By especial enactment no foreign coin of any kind 
or denomination shall be a legal tender in the United 
States, so that if sometime the street car conductor 
does balk at the chance Canadian dime fished from 
your pocket, keep cool and dig for something that js 
United States. It’s your move. 





USE OF FRUIT AS FOOD AND MEDICINE. 

The following on “Fruits as Food and Medicine” js 
just as applicable today as it was twenty-five years ago. 
Its publication is timely, in view of the fact that die- 
tetic reformers are much more numerous than ever be- 
fore. 

Of all the fruits with which we are blessed, the 
peach is the most digestible. There is nothing more 
palatable, wholesome and medicinal than ripe peaches, 
They should be ripe, but not over-ripe and half rot- 
ten, and of the kind they may make a good part of 
either meal or be eaten between meals; but it is better 
to make them part of the regular meals. 

The apple is one of the best of fruits. Baked or 
stewed apples will generally agree with the most deli- 
cate stomach and are an excellent medicine in many 
cases of sickness. Green or half ripe apples stewed 
and sweetened are pleasant to the taste, cooling, nour- 
ishing and laxative, far superior in many cases to 
the abominable doses of salts and oil usually given in 
fever and other diseases. Raw apples and dried apples 
stewed are better for constipation than most liver pills. 
Oranges are very acceptable to most stomachs, but the 
orange juice alone should be taken, rejecting the pulp. 

[he same may be said of lemons, pomegranates and 
all that class. Lemonade is the best’ drink in fevers 
and when thickened with sugar is better than syrup of 
squills and other noxious drugs in many cases of 
cough. 

Tomatoes act on the liver and bowels and are much 
more pleasant and safe than “liver regulators.” The 
juice should be used alone. 

The small seeded fruits, such as blackberries, figs, 
raspberries, currants and strawberries may be classed 
among the best foods and medicines. 

The sugar in them is nutritious, the acid is cooling 
and purifying and the seeds are a laxative. We would 
be much the gainer if we should look more to our 
orchards and gardens for our medicine and less to our 
drug stores. To cure fever or act on the kidneys no 
fibrifuge or diuretic is superior to watermelon, which

EATING IN OLDEN DAYS. 

Fven at so late a period as the restoration, 1660, it 
was the custom for guests to take their own knives 
and forks to an English banquet. Pepys records that 
he did this when he went to the Lord Mayor’s feast 
in the Guildhall. In the previous reign the Lord 
Chamberlain had found it necessary to issue regula- 
tions for the benefit of officers invited to dine at the 
royal table. They were required to wear clean boots, 
not to be half drunk on their arrival, not to drink 
more than one goblet to every two dishes, not to throw 
the bones under the table, nor to lick their fingers. 

The Stuarts undoubtedly did much to refine English 
table manners, for it was one of the points admired in 
Mary Queen of Scots that the customs she introduced 
from France made her court and royal banquets more 
exquisite and genteel than those of her rival, Queen 
Klizabeth. As forks came into use the oldtime im- 
portance of the table napkin began to wane. From 
being a necessity it became a luxury, on the fastidious 
use of which etiquette has at various times placed 
strange values. 

Under the Third Empire in France St. Beuve 
brought disgrace upon himself because at breakfast at 
the Tuileries he carelessly opened his napkin and placed 
it over his two knees. To this he added the crime of 
cutting his egg in two at the middle. Court etiquette 
prescribed that the half-folded napkin should lie on 
the left knee and the top of the egg was to be merely 
broken with the edge of the spoon and drained with 
the tip of the spoon. 

For his failings in these respects St. Beuve’s name 
was struck off the imperial visiting list—London 
Chronicle. 

WHO, INDEED? 

Purity, a food magazine published in Lowell, 
Mass., says, “Chemists know but little of legal pro- 
cedure ; lawyers know nothing of food chemistry. Ex- 
perts know anything they are paid for knowing. Who 
shall interpret the food laws?”
